specifications being hereby especially 
made. 


Excepting however, from all the 
a’ -e-described work such portion as 
is .equired by law to be kept in or- 
der and repair by any peson or ecom- 
pany having railroad tracks thereon; 
and also excepting from all the afore- 
described work any portion tnerevr 
already done t6 the official lines and 
grades and constructed in accordance 


with the plans and specifications herve 
In mentioned. 


And the said Council of the City 
of Richmond does hereby determine 
and declare that said proposed work 
and improvement is of more -han lo- 
cal or ordinary putlic benefit, und will 
affect and benefit the lands and dis- 
trict hereinafter describe which said 
district is hereby declared .o be the 
district benefited by said work ana 
improvement; and that therefore the 
entire costs, charges and expenses of 
said work and improvement. shall be 
and is hereby made chargeable against 
and shall be assessed upon raid l!ands 
and district, which district is within 
the City of Richmond, County of Con- 
tra Costa, State of California, and is 
bounded and Particularly deacribea as 
follows, to-wit:

That said Council under the author- 
ity conferred upon it by the provisiong 
of that certain act of the Legislature 
of the State of California, approved 
April 7, 1911, and known as the “Im- 
provement Act of 1911," determines 
and declares that serial bonds shall 
be issued to represent the expenses 
of said proposed improvement, which 
said bonds shall be serial, extending 
over a period of five (5) years from 
the second day of January next suc- 
ceeding their date, and a bond shat 
be issued to represent each assessment 
of twenty-five (26) dollars or more re- 
maining unpaid for thirty (30) days 
after the date of the warrant issued 
to the contractor, or five (5) days 
after the decision of sald Counenm 
upon an appeal, and an even annual 
proportion of the principal sum of 
each bond shall be payable by coupon 
on the second day of January ef 
each year after its date and until t 
whole is paid, and the interest shafi 
be payable semi-annually by a cow- 
pon on the secpnd days of January 
and July respectively of each year, at 
the ‘rate of seven (7) per cent per 
annum on all sums unpaid, until the 
whole of said principal and interest is
